,pear'd fo, viſibly as now, becauſe of the great Sums, that Annually go to 
;ythe Army; the Merchants ſending theirs out by ſtealth ; and now the 
Trade being diſturbed by War, cannot make it good by Impeetation.. Here- 
"tofore Tenants paid —_ 8 ts kind, and - oods oy Bartered for. o- 
Commodities; uch WhO were unskilful in Trade, and the Quali- 
* Value of Goods ſuffered, great Loſs ; for that the Value cauld not 
be reduced into ſuch ſmall Fractions, as is paid in ſmall Money 3 but ay Ma- 
hey grew more plenty, i: was E » That all Rents and Debts ſhould be 
paid in Money for thg future: The Parliament ſuppoſing then, that Money 
would encreaſe as the Trade that brought it into the Kingdom, and never 
be reduced to its primitive ſcarcity, Since then that both the Law and Trade 
require, that all Debts muſt be fatisfied in Money, which js not to be had, 
Ir's therefore neceſſary to raiſe the Value of Money in Credit after the Do- 
'Qtor's Method, or elſe the Trader can never purchaſe his Goods at the beſt 
Rate, or pay for them, the he be never ſo Honeſt ; or the Merchant reco- 
ver the aforeſaid great Trades. Ard the ſupport of Trade is rather more 
abſolutely neceſſary for our Iſland than 11 we muſt therefore 
recover our loſt Trades, preſerve our* Liberties, Properties, and Gran» 
devr, or they will ſtill exceed us by under- ſelling us: All w: ich is im- 
le tobe done without not only a great, but a ſudden ſupply, for that 

y the great decay of Trade already, the Crown - Ri venue hath exceedingly 
decreaſed, as apprars inthe Eſſay of Ways and Mean:; The Additional Duties 
on Beer and Ale in Arno 16389. were 694476 J. 21. 6 d. Amo 1693. they 
were 488421 J. 14 5. 75. ſo that the decreaſe hath been near 50001. per 
Arm: And that it doth Annually leſſen, the ſame Author ſaith, That at 
the beginning of the Revolution they were 2001855 l. but now at preſent 
but 157038, of this all but 746479 J. which ariſeth from Cuſtoms, old 
Exciſe, Poſt-office, and Wine-licenſes, is either Anticipated by Act of Pat» 
liament for the War, or applied to the uſes of it. So that the Kevenue 
which lookt great like a Mountain, may come to a Mole- hill at laſt. After 


all comes the Act of Tunnage to diſcourage Trade, that ſhou!d moſt. of all 


be incouraged, and this is fcr want of a Sum to pay off che preſent Bankers; 

and if the Merchants ſhould ceaſe from Trading (as many do) the King's 

Revenue muſt ſtilldecrcaſe, and Trade dwindle away fo much, that it will 

be impoſſible to regain it without a vaſt Mountain of Silver and Gold, 

Which cannot be brcnght in with our ſmall Trade, and the:cfore it's neceſſa-

IV. T. caſe the Nation of Taxes, and ſupply the People with Money to pay of 
Debts and Mortgages, a well as Taxes. 


The Taxes are more and'greater now, than ever were before; and 
why we ſhould — fo much time on Methods grievous and uneafy 
to the Subject, when a much better Project of the Doctor's is offered, 
will ſupply the King with Four Millions of Money, or what ware they pleaſe, 
without borrowing, or clogging Land, Trade, or the King's Revenue, is a 
wonder very furprizing indecd. There is no Commodity which the 
Houfe does offer to lay a Tax on, but there are Petitioners enough to ſhew 
the miſchievous Inconveniences, that will attend it, which may well per- 

plex the Houſe to find out what ſort of Goods they ſhall next lay their Tax 
on. But l cannot hear that any Perſon hath petitioned againſt the Doctor: 
Tickets ſo well ſecured by Land, whatever ſame, that by their Ill Inſinua- 
tions can ſcarce be thought well-wiſhers to the Government, have priv 
prepoſleſt the Members againſt it, which yet have been fully anſwered ; aud 
tho the Members of themſelves refuſe to proceed upon it becauſe cf Coex- 
cion, yet at the fame time it is Enacted that we ſhall pay Four Shillings in the 
Pound, which the Houſe may advance to a greater Sum, if it be thog 
neceſfary. As to the unealineFof Taxes, the Scripture gives us aremar 
ble inſtance, where the Jews deſirtd Solomons Son to eaſe them, tho? at the 
ſame time it's ſaid, Silver was as plenty as Stones in the Street, and the 
ſwer being, They ſhould not be abated, but increafed , preſently T 
Tribes Revolted : But we are too well agreed, God be thanked, to fear any 
ſuch defection in England; but if other means can be found out, that may 
eaſily prevent any aiforder, that is poſſible to ariſe from gie vous Taxey, 
Policy and Diſcretion requires they ſhould te embraced. 

There js likewiſe a no leſs preſling occaſion to help Gentlemen to recoyer 
their Lands and Eſtates again, that their Creditors may be ſatisfied, all the 
Money in the Nation not being half enough, as is commonly judged, to 
oſf the preſent Mortgages, beſides the innamerable multitude of other 
Debts : And if all thele Debts ſhould be called in at once, as many of them 
are, to be put in the Million and Lottery Acts, and the Bank, there being at 
preſent about 160 Bills in Chancery for fore-cloſing the Equity cf Redewp. 
tion; and 1 wonder there are not 500 more, there being ſo many Arreſted 
and Impriſoned, who can neither redeem or ſell their Eſtates ; muſt theſe 
be rumed for want of Money when it is not to be had? The king's Bench, 
and Fleet Priſons, with all other Priſons in the Nation, the Regiſter of 
judgments, and every Shopkeeper's Book will confirm the Truth of this, 

and 
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and none of all theſe Debtors can make vſe of 4Priviledge to Rave off o Cre- 
ditor a while. All thoſe who had Sums under a,10001, or 500k. have laid 
it out on the late Funds for the ſake of 14 I. per Cent, and the Lottery 
Att; fo that Gentlemen cangot raiſe W Fines on their Eſtates, as 
formerly, We i Farne nd it is very hard, that ho-

want of * t is not ia the Nation, and be ruined by Law, which was 
made to puniſh Koavesnly for aot pail their Debts when able, and can

What 
other Effects can 229 from the aforeſaid Methods, bot _— 
Trade, and Poverty in the Nation is a little time, eſpecially it the War 
continues but twoor three Years logger, as it is much be feared m the 
Toll Tux, and Fountain Money, which the French King has 28 a 

anding Revenue to maintain the War as long at leaſt as he Hall live, 
there being no return of all that Money Exported ſo long a time? If the 
Members are not ſenſible of this, it's becauſe they are Men of great Eſtates, 
and can live eaſily, tho? they receive but half their Rents ; if his Eſtate be 
Mortgaged, his Privitedge can keep of all Proſecutions. 

The Scripture gives us an Account of the Jews being under the very ſame 
Circumſtances with our Nation at preſent, in the fifth Chapter of Nebemieb 
the third, fourth, and fifth Verſes, there was a great Outcry and Lamen- 
tation for want af Money to pay off their Mortgages, and to 74 Taxes, 
for which the Chief Prieſt ſharply reproved them, and moved that their 
Landy ſhould. be rgſtored again freely without the return of the Principle, 
for that their Brethren were ſo poor as they had it not to pay: In the 12th 
Verſe they did all confent to do ſo. If in this Age the People ſhould be per- 
fwaded ro imitate the Jen, they would be no more prevailed on than the 
young Man in the Goſpel, who went away very forrowful, that Heave 
was not to be gained without ſelling all, only theſe would laugh you to ſcors 
for fach advice: Beſides their Year of Jubilee reſtored the Mortgagers their 
Lands again, tho? their Debts were not fully ſatisfied 3 but ſince Men ate 
ſo hard hearted as they will got admit of Abatements, methinks the Parlia- 
ment ſhould be glad of the Doctor's Invention, which exceeds far a Jubilee, 
in that it will ſatis fie all Debts to the full; ſo that not only the Poor will 
be made eaſie, but the Rich be made the richer for it, and all be better 
enabled to pay Taxesas long as the French King will cogtinue the War, or 
js worth a Groat Which cannot otherwiſe ſo caſily be done, tho* the 
Houſe have ordered a Bill to be- brought in for the Improvement 
of Freecholders Eſtates, which 1 underſtand to be the Effects of Mr. 
2 Propoſal , that ſome Members approve of, being poſleſt by 
falſe Notion of the Doctor's, tho' once bigbly approved. But when

than r J but what he ſtumbles at, is how the Doctor can make 2000 L 
Fund in Land, to be Security for 100001. Ready Money or Credit, which 
he ſays is Nonſcnce, and ſo ſay I too, if it were ſo as they repreſent it, and 
with this their ſalſe Notion ef the Doctor's Propoſal, he hath abuſed the 
Doctor in Printed Papers , and hath ſo poſſeſt all of his Party in the 
Parliament-houſe , ' which made him likewiſe invent ſo many little 
Propoſals, all which are fully anſwered by Dr. Chamberlin, and more 
at large in the Rod for the Foel*; Back ;, but leſt all may not have ſeen them, 
therefore 1 ſhall Anſwer it here: The Doctor never propoſed 2000-1, Fund 
in Land as Security for 169001, in Money, as if it were tobe paid in all to- 
gether Principle and Intereſt, as in the, Caſe of Mortgages;; but wh , he 
propolerh is, That 1501. a. Year tyed for 150 Years, together with, the 
roſits ot 20001, Stock in Trade, is a ſufficient Security for the payment of 
iool. a Year for an 100 Years, Which does not make up 16000 7. till the 
100 Years are expited; and that way only the ſaid 10000 J. js to be repaid, 
which Credit is to be lent by the Parliament to the Subſcribers without In- 
tereſt, only paying the 100 l. a Year Annuity as aforeſaid, and therefore in 
all reſpects the Doctors Propoſal doth exceed Briſcoe's. , Bclides, the moſt 
Eſſential part of Briſcoe*s Propoſals are taken from the Doctor, Which is 
raiſing Credit by Bills on a Fund of Land, the form whereof is caſte to vary 
{ſeveral ways: And Briſcoe did ſo well approve of the Doctor's at firſt, that 
he contributed 1507. towards the carrying of it on in Scotland; beſides, 
he ſubſcribed a Year towarc's it, and wrote an Anſwer to ſeveral Ob- 
jections made againſt the Doctor's Propoſal in Scotland.
